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The Book Traveler as Critic 


His Is a Powerful Influence on the Reading Habits of the Nation 


JOSEPH A. DUFFY, JR.

THE BOOK TRAVELER has never emerged as 
a recognized factor in the field of literary 


criticism. The reason for this probably lies 
in the well-founded suspicion that his judg- 
ment is too much colored by the motive of 
economic gain. Yet his is a powerful influ- 
ence upon the reading habits of the nation. 
Whatever his motives, his reach is direct and 
practical. Whether he cares to or not he can 
confidently cross swords with the more 
polite reviewers who voice a free opinion 1n 
the critical journals subsidized by publishers’ 
advertising. 
o 
In 1934 there were about seven thousand 
new books published in the United States. 
Here in one year, a year of low production, 
was a critical job, a job of weeding out to be 
tackled by the booksellers and critics of the 
country, Getting the right book to the right 
reader or sending the docile reader to the 
right book, presented in itself a program cal- 
culated to send a whole industry not so 
quietly mad.” The book traveler here steps 
in to complicate er simplify the process.

commission man to high paid executive. He 
has few illusions about the intellectual sig- 
nificance of literature. But there is a soft 
spot in him somewhere, a sentimental mem- 
brane that never quite closed over. He does 
his job under orders from his firm to push 
certain books. He has tried to master his 
own soul, and not infrequently shakes his 
head “no,” bloody though it be. In brief, 
he knows what’s what and is capable of 
mustering a profound pity for the unrealistic 
among the editorial Brahmins. 

The book traveler in common with all 
other members of his industry uses the yard- 
stick of dollars in measuring the intangibles 
of an elusive merchandise. Once a_ pub- 
lisher has picked a book and the bookseller 
has stocked a book there is no room for quib- 
bling, good or bad, out it goes, all new deals 
to the contrary. Of course it is reasonable 
to suppose that a publisher exercises a strict 
critical faculty before he commits himself, 
and no one ever accused a bookseller of a 
pernicious lack of caution. However, a quick 
look in any drugstore window will let the 
publisher out as one infallible, and few book- 
sellers need apply for the papacy. This 
leaves the traveler in a mildly tough spot. 
He depends on the publisher for his bread 
and the bookseller for his butter. He must 
do his bit to keep both solvent. Mr. Wooll- 
cott can’t help him out with a brief half 
hour every Sunday night; besides, the Town 
Crier can weep into only one mug of beer 
at a time. Nor can Donald Adams get out 
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a bible-belt edition of the Times. There is 


no Harry Hansen capable of a simultaneous 
taking of the literary pulses of our conflict- 
ing American cultures. So the book traveler 
takes the “rattler” and becomes critical am- 
bassador without portfolio. 

His job is not entirely with the best sell- 
ers, though he may have had a hand in their 
making. If his line consists of ten new 
books or a hundred new books, it is more 
than comforting to say that he will have 
10°%, of the pushover variety. It is the nine 
and ninety that are entrusted to his tender 
care. Picture him in Georgia with a “Life 
of Sherman” or in Harlem with a “Life of 
Lee.” Watch him on Fifth Avenue with 
“Care and Feeding of Hogs” or in Tulsa 
with “The Yachtsman’s Guide.” You will 
say that the problem is obviously solved, and 
so it is on these clear cut issues, but the same 
principle holds in many cases where the pub- 
lisher back home has chosen a book, the 
appeal of which we feels to be universal. 
There are certain types of fiction which will 
move in one locality and will not move in 
another. This is old stuff to the traveler, 
and as for the bookseller, well, he knows 
it, too; he knows the likes and dislikes of 
his trade, but somehow he continues to guess 
wrong. 

The field is wide open for some compe- 
tent adviser. The scientific method fails. 
Logic goes out the window when the Spring 
or Fall list is open on the bookseller’s desk. 
Ah, yes, he sees so clearly when he puts down 
a five or a ten, or omnisciently turns the 
unmarked page, but lo and behold when 
Christmas is over there is some of this and 
some of that still on the table and he has just 
sent in his fourth re-order for that erstwhile 
potential plug. After years of this sort of 
thing the bookseller grasps at any straw of 
advice. He has even been known to ask the 
traveler for a personal opinion. Whether he 
asks for it or not he is sure to get a speech 
that passes for a sales talk, but it is not 
always devoid of sound critical content. In 
some instances the traveler may even admit 
that he has read the book and liked it. If 
pressed, he will say why and give a good 
account of his reasoning. For which he is 
rewarded with an order, with or without 
strings, according to the protection policy of 
his house or the stiffness of his own back- 
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bone. Then again he may be veheme 
enthusiastic over some tour de force by an 
unknown author, thereby plastering his 
friend the bookseller for better or for worse 
The upshot of it all is that the traveler has 
been forced into the position of critic, Aj 
least half his books require him to render 
some sort of opinion. On his judgment may 
rest the relation between quality and quan. 
tity of a large proportion of the literar 
wares offered in any one locality. | 

Thus he exercises his power in the dis 
tributive system. His recommendation of a 
book in Keokuk, that results in a trade sale 
of five copies, comes nearer to selling five 
copies to the Keokukians than an unprepared 
for blast on the same book in a run of the 
mine review. It is a truism to state that it 
a bookseller has a title in stock he will at 
least try to get rid of it, review or no re 
view. It is conversely true that a review 
without stock means “I'll wait for a call.” 
The traveler acts indirectly on the reading 
public, whereas the newspaper critic influ 
ences that market directly. The one is the 
complement of the other. This interaction 
goes on year after year and somehow the 
public does buy a book now and then. Not 
a few of these books go untouted over the 
air, are only passingly mentioned perhaps 
with a rating of XYZ, are too local in ap- 
peal for the advisory servicers and, well, are 
just not significant enough for feature space 
in the Culture Couriers. Yet somehow the 
public discovers these unmothered and un- 
fathered books, pays hard cash for them and 
seldom kicks. The traveler returns next year. 

We are speaking here of the composite 
book traveler, not of individuals. There are 
many among them not flawless, yet entitled 
to stand shoulder to shoulder with their 
cousins, the young ladies who would kee) 
their hand in at reviewing. The traveler 
himself is the last to claim any right to the 
august title of critic. He has listened polite!) 
and has at times been overawed by the 
learned speech of those to whom the torch 
has been entrusted. Yet when confronted 
with the question, “What do you think ot 
this book?,” he is forced by circumstance to 
answer a question upon which his job de- 
pends. Here indeed is an opportunity 10!

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Papers and Periodicals for Juniors 


MRS. MARION M. MILLER 
of the Child Study Association of America 


THE RECENT APPEARANCE of several new 
weekly newspapers addressed to young chil- 
dren and the delightfully sentimental remi- 
niscences regarding the original St. Nicholas 
and Youth’s Companion raise a number of 
questions in the minds of those whose inter- 
est is in reading matter—and in children. 
Is there a place for periodicals written en- 
tirely for children? Do those which now 
exist fulfill their purpose adequately? In 
what ways could the need, if it is truly 
legitimate, be met more satisfactorily? And, 
finally, what is the relationship between in- 
terest in periodicals and a lasting reading 
interest 

Parents grasp eagerly at newspapers such 
as the Boys’ and Girls’ Newspaper* and 
Young Americat in the hope that they will 
be accepted by children of 8 to 14 or there- 
abouts as a substitute for the more sensa- 
tional daily press. In form and in general 
arrangement the juvenile newspaper bears a 
strong resemblance to the familiar tabloids. 
The thrills, however, are carefully toned 
down. The normal interests of children dur- 
ing the elementary and junior high school 
ages are in activities rather than ideas, in 
hobbies and sports and in current history 
of a direct and practical rather than a theo- 
retical nature. These are, of course, all in- 
cluded in regular newspapers, but only the 
energetic alert child will sift them out from 
the mass of irrelevant and unsuitable items. 
! am not very much in sympathy with the 
contention that general newspaper reading 
's a degrading or deteriorating influence even 
or youngsters. It is well known that chil- 
dren are unconsciously selective; their at- 
tention is drawn to that which has meaning 
lor them and they remain for the most part 
oblivious to that which does not concern

them. If, however, they find it too difficult 
or too cumbersome to unearth enough in a 
paper that is of interest to them, they dis- 
card the whole. A newspaper therefore in 
which this weeding out process is already 
done and in which the majority of items 
have at least potential interest should serve 
a very useful purpose. 

The constant danger in simplifying read- 
ing material for children’s use is that even 
though it may be interesting and appropriate 
in essence it may nevertheless be so emas- 
culated and “written down” that it loses all 
vitality. The child does not analyze this, 
he only knows that he is bored. Not having 
the adult’s more mature patience with an 
unsympathetic style for the sake of the con- 
tent, he quickly casts aside what does not 
hold his interest. 

One wonders whether newspaper reading 
in general is more largely a masculine than 
a feminine pursuit. Statistics might indi- 
cate that the great proportion of readers are 
men; certainly the children’s newspapers 
which we have examined seem to be ad- 
dressed to boys rather than to girls or both. 
This is an observation rather than a criticism, 
because from the point of view of the edi- 
torial problem it is undoubtedly easier to 
interest girls in a boys’ story than vice versa. 
It might be possible, however, to develop a 
more equal distribution. 

Teachers would welcome a_ periodical 
which would supplement current events and 
history classes. In years gone by sporadic at- 
tempts have been made to publish weekly 
or bi-weekly papers for this purpose. One 
of the best known of these was Current 
Events, which was accepted by most children 
as a supplementary text rather than as a 
popular periodical. The general appearance 
was far more text-bookish than it should 
have been to attract the casual reader. In 
fact, appearance plays a large role in luring 
interest. An important precaution which 
should be observed by publishers of any ma- 
terial intended for young readers is that the 
type should be selected with extraordinary 
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care. Whereas it is an advantage from the 
psychological point of view to simulate a 
regular newspaper as closely as possible, legi- 
bility is essential both from the point of view 
of avoiding eye strain and because interest 
and comfort are closely related. It is possi- 
ble to overdo illustrations so that the whole 
paper distracts rather than invites attention. 
Layout and format may have a far-reaching 
effect upon the success of the paper. 

We cannot avoid mention of the advertis- 
ing. Every reputable newspaper is reason- 
ably careful in the selection of its advertising 
matter: one that is intended for children 
must be doubly so. The printed word comes 
to the child with the stamp of authority. 
This confidence must not be violated nor is 
it fair that the advertising be addressed to 
the parent through the child’s interest in a 
way that makes the child a tool for the 
advertiser. The newspapers now on the mar- 
ket seem to me to be making an honest at- 
tempt to meet the conditions outlined above. 
Much still remains to be done, however, not 
only in improving the physical make-up but 
in developing features and news stories well 
written and graded to the interest range of 
the intelligent child. 

The young folks’ magazine is no innova- 
tion. The present generation of American 
parents were brought up on St. Nicholas, 
the Youth’s Companion, and a few pale imi- 
tations. It may seem to be the usual retro- 
spective sentimentality which prompts so 
many adults today to insist that the good 
old days of children’s magazines are over 
and that even today’s St. Nicholas and others 
lack something of the distinctive quality and 
vitality which characterized them in an 
earlier day. If there is any truth in this 
contention, it 1s due probably to the fact 
that during the nineties and the early years 
of the present century fine books for chil- 
dren, well written, beautifully illustrated and 
printed, had not begun to be as common as 
they are today. First rate authors and the 
best illustrators of the time appeared in 
juvenile periodicals and only later did their 
writings appear in book form. Today most 
stories appear in book form immediately, 
whereas very little of the fiction which ap- 
pears in current children’s magazines is later 
published in more permanent form. 

What then is the appeal of the magazine 
for the child? Of great importance is the 
fact that the subscription is in the child’s

name; a sense of ownership and loyalty de. 
velops for the magazine which is brought to 
him personally. Undoubtedly, children’s 
newspapers and magazines are sold almost 
entirely through subscription rather than on 
newsstands. This is a good thing in that 
the child is led to regular reading. 

Most children are enthusiastic about maga- 
zines at an age when they are beginning to 
be concerned with self expression, especially 
in writing. Letters to the editor and special 
contests featuring the writing of prose or 
verse or the pursuit of some hobby are en. 
couraged. The interest in collecting can 
likewise be utilized in many ways. Some 
magazines for children, like their adult pro- 
totype, appeal to special interests: the Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouts each have their own 
journal which, incidentally, thus averts the 
difficulty of trying to appeal to a diversity of 
interests at the same time. The scientific 
and hobby magazines have a relatively sim 
pler problem. The junior edition of the 
literary periodical has the greatest potential 
audience but also the greatest editorial pit 
falls. One of the weakest features in all ol 
the periodicals which we have examined re- 
cently is the fiction. The stories are for the 
most part school, sport or animal stories 
with only ocasionally a gleam of literary 
merit and no absorbing plot. This is partly, 
of course, a matter of money, but in some 
measure it is probably due to an inexpert 
judgment of what is suitable for children 
and even more so of what children them- 
selves like. The day of “Elsie Dinsmore’ 
and Horatio Alger is well in the past, but 
the overwhelming proportion of children’s 
periodical editors have not yet faced that fact 
sufficiently to meet the present need. 

This brings me to my final point, namely, 
the relationship between the reading 0! 
magazines and the development of a taste 
for book reading. Although there are peo- 
ple who read and people who do not read, 
there are many who do not belong definitely 
in one category or the other. Of those who 
might read, but who are not essentially 
book-minded, some are discouraged by 
heavy tomes. Their attention span is briet. 
Many of these children can be directed 
toward an appreciation of reading by leading 
them gently toward books through first rate 
stories and the well written reviews which 


should have an important place in every 


periodical. 
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Silver, Burdett Completes 50 Years 


Fiery YEARS AGO last April a young man sev- 
ered his connections with D. Appleton & 
Company to set up his own publishing busi- 
ness. His list was composed solely of one 
item, the Normal Music Course, rights to 
which he bought from Appleton with bor- 
rowed capital. From 
these modest beginnings 
the young man, Edgar O. 
Silver, developed one of 
this country’s largest text- 
book publishing houses 
which today, as Silver, 
Burdett and Company, 
celebrates its fiftieth anni- 


versary. 
Edgar O. Silver came 
from Derby, Vermont. 


He spent two years at 
Colby and then went to 
Brown, where he was 
graduated in 1883. Im- 
mediately after leaving 
college he joined Apple- 
While he was there 
he became interested in 
the Normal Music Course 
which had been planned 
by Hosea Edson Holt 
with music written or ar- 
ranged by John Wheeler 
Tufts. Appleton, then, as now, a factor in 
the educational field, had bought the course, 
but had had difficulty in securing adoptions 
because it was a radical departure from the 
then accepted methods of teaching music. 
Edgar Silver felt that Appleton was too 
closely bound by older educational methods 
to promote the series successfully, so he bor- 
rowed some capital from Henry C. Deane, 
another young man, bought the rights to the 
series, and set up offices at 50 Bromfield 
Street, Boston, an address that was later to 
become famous as the location of Boston’s 
Old Corner Book Store. 

Edgar Silver had had practical teaching 
experience when he was at Colby, the college 
closing for two months each winter to allow 
the students to teach. He was interested in 
the newer teaching methods and particularly 
in the teaching of music. Consequently, he 
Was very receptive to the program of Hosea 


ton.

Holt, who was convinced that by training 
music teachers in summer schools, great ad- 
vances could be made in school music in- 
struction. Hosea Holt was a promoter and 
an educational leader, a brilliant speaker and 
an original thinker. Together with John 
Tufts he opened the first 
summer school for the 
training of school music 
teachers in Lexington, 
Mass., in 1884, where he 
presented the newer 
methods. Here in the 
summer of 1885 Edgar 
Silver learned the prin- 
ciples of music pedagogy 
at the same time that he 
took the first orders for 
his Normal Music Course 
from Quincy and other 
nearby towns, where the 
teachers were enthusiastic 
over the newer methods. 
During this summer Sil- 
ver visited many normal 
schools and gained the 
conviction that new mate- 
rial in the field of readers 
for schools was just as 
necessary aS were new 
music books. This con- 
viction remained and brought fruit in a short 
time. 

Meanwhile there was a great struggle to 
secure adoption of the Normal Music Course 
in Boston. Silver and Holt and Tufts felt 
that the teachers who took courses at The 
American Institute of Normal Methods in 
the summer time would be prepared to pre- 
sent the newer methods effectively in their 
teaching. That they did so was evidenced 
by the fact that in the winter of 1886, Bos- 
ton gave the Normal Music Course a partial 
adoption. 

The new company, however, did not wait 
for Boston. Orders came in rapidly during 
the first summer. In the fall, orders came in 
even greater quantities and it was found 
necessary to move to new quarters at 30 
Franklin Street. The stock of the Normal 
Music Course was sold out by October, 1885, 
and when New York City adopted the 
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Course in November, the business was firmly 
established. 

Mr. Silver lent himself early to the move- 
ment to establish a music section of the Na- 
tional Educational Association, then 28 years 
old. He and Hosea Holt brought a growing 
number of school music directors and teach- 
ers together in the national association, and 
in January, 1886, had the satisfaction of see- 
ing a music section established in the New 
England branch of the association. In the 
period following there was rapid develop- 
ment of sales of the Normal Music Course. 
This expansion of business volume permitted 
Mr. Silver to turn to the question of adding 
to his list. 

To do this it was necessary to find a part- 
ner, both to furnish additional capital and to 
relieve him of some of the details of opera- 
tion. In September, 1886, M. Thatcher 
Rogers was admitted to partnership and the 
firm became known as Silver, Rogers & Co., 
with Edgar Silver as senior partner. Two 
additional partners were admitted, Elmer 
Silver, Edgar’s brother, to act as outside 
salesman, and Henry C. Deane, who had as- 


sisted Mr. Silver in the purchase of the Nor- 
mal Music Course. With these partners to 


release him from some of the responsibilities, 
Edgar Silver turned to the field of school 


readers, where he felt there was room for 
much improvement. 


William B. Powell, Superintendent of 
Schools in Washington, D. C., was an ardent 
advocate of the system of “objective” read- 
ing—reading which reflected back to the 
child’s mind the familiar forms of everyday 
objects for which he already had a complete 
and accurate speaking vocabulary. Together 
with Emma J. Todd, training teacher in the 
public schools in Aurora, Ill., Mr. Powell 
had worked out his theories in classroom ex- 
perimentation, and the results had been so 
favorable that normal schools were accepting 
the theories. 

To these two went Edgar Silver, with the 
result that Silver, Rogers & Co. published 
their collaboration as the Normal Course in 
Reading. The Normal Primer at first en- 
countered a good deal of deserved criticism, 
but this was met in later editions and the 
series became standard in numerous schools. 
This included the Normal Primer: a second 
reader, “Select Readings and Culture Les- 
sons”; a third reader, “Diversified Readings 
and Studies”; a fourth reader, “The Wonder- 
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ful Things Around Us”; and a fifth reader, 
“Advanced Readings in Literature, Scien. 
tific, Geographical, Historical, Patriotic, and 
Miscellaneous.” Thus the firm entered the 
general textbook field. 

In April, 1888, Thatcher Rogers, who had 
earlier interests which took much of }js 
time, sold his interest in the firm to Frank 
W. Burdett, a younger man of some means. 
and on April 16th the firm became known 
as Silver, Burdett & Co. On May 2, 180, 
the firm was incorporated as Silver, Burdett 
and Company. Mr. Burdett continued with 
the company until his death in 1919. 

In 1888, Edgar Silver went to the N.E.A, 
Convention in San Francisco, where he was 
elected secretary of the music section and em- 
powered to make a survey of music instruc 
tion throughout the United States. At the 
next annual meeting at Nashville on July 
17, 1889, Mr. Silver presented a comprehen 
sive report on the survey as authorized. 
This report was the first study of the condi- 
tion of music instruction embracing schools 
of the entire United States. It was published 


by the New England Publishing Company 


and was widely circulated and may well be 
regarded as a milestone in the development 


of public school music. 


Under the partnership, Edgar Silver took 


over all the editorial duties of the firm, and 
Frank D. Beattys was employed to manage 
a New York Branch. To the growing list 
was added the Normal Course in Spelling, 
by Larkin Dunton, headmaster of the Bos- 
ton Normal School. 

In 1890 a branch was opened in Chicago 


under Elmer Silver, and several new items 
were added to the list including the Normal 
Course in Numbers, the Normal Review Sys- 
tem of Writing, and several secondary and 
college textbooks. 

Changes in educational methods were 
rapid at this time. In 1891, Silver, Burdett 
began to publish a set of readers by Edward 
Ward, Superintendent of Schools of Brook- 
lyn, the Ward Rational Method in Reading, 
in competition with their own Normal Read- 
ers. The Ward Readers emphasized pho- 
netics and were extremely realistic. Their 
success was phenomenal, and the period of 
their extended use in the schools of the coun- 
try was probably greater than that of any 
other series of school readers with the pos 
sible exception of the McGuffey Reade’s. 


Equally outstanding was the success of the 
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crst literary series of readers for school use, 
srepping Stones to Literature, published by 

“firm just at the turn of the century. 

Kdgar Silver died in 1909. He was suc- 
ceeded as president of the Company by Ar- 
thur Lord, a Harvard graduate who for 
many years and until his death served as the 
New England attorney for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. He had been 
an early associate of Edgar Silver, having 
heen appointed counsel for the Company in 
i490. In 1914 he resigned as president but 
continued to serve as a director and general 
counsel. He was tremendously interested in 
New England history, especially that of Ply- 
mouth, where he lived. He was elected to 
succeed Henry Cabot Lodge as president of 
the New England Historical Society. This 
oflice, however, he never assumed. He died 
one hour before the formal notification of 
election was delivered to his address. 

Mr. Lord was succeeded in 1914 by Havi- 
land Stevenson, a graduate of Washington 
and Lee College. He went through the law 
school of the University of Virginia and for 
a while practiced law in Bartow, Florida, and 
later in Washington with the Law Depart- 
ment of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. He joined Silver, Burdett and Com- 
pany in 1900. He became general agent, and 
later succeeded to the presidency when Mr. 
Lord resigned in 1914. In 1918 he was 
clected president of the Educational Publish- 
ers Association. He was responsible for 
guiding the company successfully through 
the financial rehabilitation which all busi- 
nesses taced during the post-War period. 
Mr. Stevenson died in 1927. 

The present president, George L. Buck, 
succeeded Mr. Stevenson. Mr. Buck joined 
Silver, Burdett and Company in 1903, hav- 
ing been graduated from Colgate in 1got. 
In the interval he was engaged in teaching. 
For 17 years he was with the Chicago office, 
and in 1920 he became associated with the 
home office in Boston, first in charge of 
manufacturing and later as treasurer. He 
served as vice-president before becoming 
president. 

It is interesting to trace the development 
of the teaching of reading through the series 
on the Silver, Burdett list. Following the 
\ ormal Readers, the Ward Readers, and 
Stepping Stones to Literature, which have 
already been described, came the Progressive 
Koad to Reading, based primarily on folk 
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George L. Buck 


lore. This was succeeded by the Pathway 
to Reading, an eclectic series which made 
use of all the known methods of teaching 
reading, and aimed to make children good 
readers and acquaint them with all forms 
of writing. In this year, marking its fiftieth 
anniversary, the company has announced 
plans for the publication of the Unit-Activity 
Reading Series. These readers are in the 
form of units based on social topics that are 
taught in many schools. They are based on 
the extensive research of Dr. Nila Banton 
Smith, author of “American Reading Instruc- 
tion,” which was included in the list of the 
Sixty Best Educational Books of 1934 as 
published in the Journal of the National Ed- 
ucation Association. 

In the field of geography, the contribution 
of the company through the publication of 
the Barrows-Parker series has led to pro- 
found changes in both the teaching of the 
subject and the concept of its purposes. This 
series by Professor Harlan H. Barrows and 
Professor Edith Putnam Parker, both of the 
University of Chicago, marked the introduc- 
tion of the “one-cycle” plan of teaching geog- 
raphy. The most elementary title in this 
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series discusses how people have worked and 
played in the simplest environment, and as 
the series advances, children gain under- 
standings of more and more complex envir- 
onments. The authors try to show how 
geography is related to the lives of the chil- 
dren who study it, and how man has made 
adjustments to the environment in which he 
is placed. 

The company has maintained its pioneer- 
ing position in the field of music with the 
publication of such widely used series as 
The Modern Music Series, The Progressive 
Music Series and more recently The Music 
Hour, for the grades and junior high school, 
and The Symphony Series for school and 
community orchestras. The present music 
list includes representative publications from 
the kindergarten to grand opera. 

Other notable titles on the list are the Ci- 
max Latin Series, which is edited in accord- 
ance with the recent recommendations of the 
Classical Board; the Magoffin-Duncalf-Becker 
History series; the high school mathematics 
series; the high school science series, includ- 
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ing “New World of Chemistry” and “py. 
ploring the World of Science.” The list to. 
day covers the elementary and high schoo! 
field thoroughly and includes a number o; 
college texts and books on education, 

Besides Mr. Buck, who is president and 
treasurer, the officers of the firm include two 
vice-presidents, Frank D. Farr, agency man 
ager for the Central Division with office in 
Chicago, and Albert L. Hart, agency man. 
ager for the Atlantic Division with office in 
New York; and the secretary, Burr L. Chase. 
who is also production manager. Robert J, 
Williamson is editor-in-chief, and Charles E. 
Griffith, music editor. The two other mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors are James S. 
Cheek, manager of the South Central Divi. 
sion with office in Little Rock; and J. B. 
Stigall, who is manager of the Southwestern 
Division, with office in Dallas. Edward S. 
Abbott is manager of the New England 
Division with an office in Boston, and Fred 
T. Moore, manager of the Pacific Division, 
with an office in San Francisco. 


Eyes on the World 


M. Lincoln Schuster Has Edited a Photographic History 
of the Past Year 


For THE PAST YEAR OR MORE One of the rooms 
in the Simon & Schuster offices has been 
known as the “Eyes on the World” room. 
It contains nine large filing drawers crammed 
full of photographs and newspaper clippings, 
arranged in nearly a thousand classifications, 
and it represents more man-hours of work 
than one would care to imagine. Out of it 
has come “Eyes on the World,” a photo- 
graphic history of the world during 1934 
and the first part of 1935, edited by M. Lin- 
coln Schuster, which will be published on 
June 14th. 

The idea for this book came to Mr. 
Schuster when he was working on “The 
First World War,” which was also his idea. 
He wanted to attempt “not merely a col- 
lection of pictures, but an integrated book 
structurally designed to be an aid and sup- 
plement to history.” So he set about collect- 
ing all the news photographs and_photo- 
graphs of significant events that could be 


found the world over, and, for background, 
clippings from magazines and newspapers 
about everything of importance that was 
happening anywhere in the world. 

For the past two months Mr. Schuster has 
put in about ro hours a day on the book. 
For the year previous he averaged four hours 
a day. He, himself, read and clipped 12 
weekly magazines, 19 monthly magazines, 
g daily papers and 2 Sunday papers for 70 
weeks, accumulating a total of something 
like 16,000 clippings. His assistant, Con- 
stance Kamholz, read and clipped 10 dail) 
papers, 14 weekly magazines and 6 monthly 
magazines. And the rest of the Simon & 
Schuster staff also read and clipped, with the 
result that more than 32,000 clippings were 
collected as a background. 

When the outline for the book was first 
made, world events were arbitrarily split up 
into 50 different sub-divisions, but each sub- 
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M. Lincoln Schuster at his desk in the Inner Sanctum of 


division soon became too general, with the 
result that the 50 later became 500 and then 
nearly 1000. The New Deal alone divided 
itself into 40 subdivisions before the work 
was over. For every subdivision there was 
a picture folder, backed up by a folder of 
clippings. Mr. Schuster was in contact with 
every news picture agency of importance in 
the world and in addition had a file of 
hundreds of names of individual photog- 
raphers. When he was in Europe last year 
he read many European periodicals, made 
contacts with a number of European photog- 
raphers and sent a daily report on his ac- 
tivities to his office where the work of 
collecting material was going on. AI- 
together he looked at something like 20,000 
photographs of which 4000 were saved for 
the files out of which the book was finally 
made. 

When the collection was complete Mr. 
Schuster and his assistants picked out the 
best photographs for each main topic, and 
made elaborate layouts of pages, with news- 
paper headlines to give emphasis. Each topic 
Was assigned a certain number of pages, and 
the pictures were arranged so as to tell a 
definite story. The completed book is really 
seven books in one, containing sections on 
World Forces That Are Making History, 
The New Deal at the Cross Roads, The Race 
Between Recovery and Inflation, The Race 
Between Intelligence and Catastrophe, Peo- 
ple on Parade, Cavalcade of the Year and 
Main Currents of Our Time. 

Mr. Schuster feels that if this book is a 
success he will have laid a ground work out 
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of which future editions 
may be made, perhaps 
annually, with a good 
deal less preparation. Most 
of the work on this edi- 
tion was done by Mr. 
Schuster and Miss Kam- 
holz. When the ground- 
work was being laid nearly 
everyone on the staff was 
working on the book, but 
as production came nearer, 
it became work that could 
be done by fewer and fewer 
until finally only three or 
four were working on it. 
Simon & Schuster are 
going to put a great deal 
| «publicity behind — this 
book. They have made 
available a circular letter that will be im- 
printed for booksellers to send to their 
customers. There will be sheets of the book 
from the press for display purposes and per 
haps giant books as well. 





These files in the Eyes on the World Room 
contained thousands of photographs and 
clippings used in preparing “Eyes on the 
World.” They were divided into 1000 dif- 


ferent classifications. On the table at the

The NRA Crisis 


On Tuespay Last the Senate took sudden 
action on the NRA and voted through a 
nine months’ extension bill, thus putting it 
self in opposition to the House, which is 
expected to back the President on a two 
years’ extension of the law from its expira- 
tion June 15th. Donald Richberg, Acting 
Chairman of the NRA, speaking on the 
same day stated that such a short extension 
would be complete folly; Senator LaFollctte, 
Progressive, came out strongly in favor ot 
the longer term; Senator Harrison, one of 
the Democratic leaders, challenged the 
House by saying that, if the nine months’ 
extension was not agreed upon, there would 
be no agreement with the result that after 
the 15th of June the entire NRA program 
would come to an end. 

In the Senate resolution there is a section 
which states “No price fixing shall be per 
mitted or sanctioned under provisions of any 
code.” Interpreters of this wording have 
disagreed as to whether a price maintenance 
feature such as that included in the Book- 
sellers’ Code would be construed to mean 
price fixing, but with the general tendency 
to weaken the effectiveness of special regu- 
lations the price maintenance provisions 
contained in the Booksellers’ Code are 1n 
grave danger. The directors of the NRA 
are called upon to review special sections 1n 
all codes within thirty days after June 5th. 
The publishers’ Codes, which have been 
functioning quietly but successfully since 
their completion, contain nothing which 
might be questioned as contrary to policies 
set forth in the Senate resolution. 

Senator LaFollette stated clearly the post- 
tion of the proponents of Recovery legisla- 
tion when he said in the debate, “The idea 
that you can abandon effort at cooperation 
and improvements in_ self-discipline and 
social organization simply assumes that you 
are to abandon the onward march of civilt 
zation. The idea of NRA is going ahead. 
The passage of one piece of legislation of 
another cannot affect the steady tendency, 


made. 
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the trend of events, the force of economic 
and political errors that have brought us 
‘rom the anti-trust laws of 1890 to the 
passage of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act in 1933. The tendency to go on is in- 
evitable.” 

The publishing industry has found in the 
NRA an opportunity to give uniform ap- 
plication to what was already the best prac- 
tice among the large majority of publishing 
houses. The bookselling industry found an 
opportunity to relieve books from the unfair 
burden which they had long borne of sup- 
plying loss-leaders to be used by a few stores 
to aid in the sale of other merchandise. Cer- 
tainly society has suffered no disadvantage 
from this program and the book industry 
found a hope of rehabilitation. 


Magazine Collecting 


So iMporTANT to libraries has become the 
material in the National Geographic Maga- 
zine and so interesting has it become to col- 
lectors of various types that Edwin C. 
Buxbaum, the Milwaukee bookseller, has is- 
sued a brochure of 70 pages on “Collecting 
National Geographic Magazines.” Some of 
the early numbers of this periodical are so 
scarce that they will bring from $25 to $75 
per issue, Mr. Buxbaum has found; current 
numbers bring from 25 cents to 75 cents, and 
special numbers on dogs, fish, ferns, mam- 
nals, etc., from $1 to $4 per issue. There have 
been thirty-three special numbers since the 
plan of special numbers was begun in 1911, 
many of them keenly sought after. The 
magazine began in 1888 with an issue of 209 
copies; by 1929 the circulation had risen to 
1,300,000, and last year the figure was 
950,000. 


Advertising Rises 


Printers’ Ink, whose records of national ad- 
vertising totals have always served to give a 
valued picture of general business conditions, 
has published figures of thirteen years of 
advertising covering all different forms of 
display promotion, magazine, newspaper, 
farm papers, outdoor and radio. 

According to these records, the general 
advertising activity is today at a level 22% 
below the mean figures for the period of 
years since 1922. The highest peak of ex- 
penditure came in 1926, followed by a sub- 
sidence for two years and then another high 
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peak in 1929. Slowly month by month the 
expenditures decreased until the worst year of 
all, 1933, when in March the level was 
54-47. From that time on there has been 
a steady betterment, reaching 80° in the best 
month of 1934, June, dropping to 74.9°%, 
then increasing until in March of this year 
it reached 78.894 which was 5°% better than 
March of a year ago. 

Of the different groups of advertising the 
poorest showing for 1935 is being made by 
the farm papers, next by outdoor advertising. 
Magazine advertising is slightly better than 
the average for the whole, or 80.1°%. 

These figures indicate that gains are s'ow 
but they are becoming more and more sure. 


The Personal Bookshop 


[rT Is ABOUT TWENTY YEARS since personal 
bookshops were added to the bookselling 
equipment of this country. Laurence Gom- 
me’s bookshop on Thirty-first Street, New 
York, was perhaps the progenitor of this 
race, followed closely by the Sunwise Turn 
Bookshop in a nearby location and soon 
after by Terence Holliday’s Book Shop. 

The Publishers’ Weekly has always found 
special interest in marking the development 
of the personal shop, believing that these 
bookshops in which the buyer and seller 
were one and the same person were able to 
give to their customers a certain individual 
satisfaction which cannot be given in any 
other way. Many of the most helpful sug- 
gestions for new bookstore methods which 
the Publishers’ Weekly has been able to print 
have come from personal bookshops.

Mercury Must Reinstate Strikers 


THE PUBLISHERS of the American Mercury 
have been directed by the Regional Labor 
Board of the N.R.A. to reinstate the 7 em- 
ployees who have been on strike the past two 
weeks. The board, after several hearings, 
found that the American Mercury dis- 
charged two secretaries “under circumstances 
which can only be interpreted as a threat to 
the other union employees and in violation 
of Section 7-A as embodied in the Graphic 
Arts Code,” and that the refusal on May 7th 
by the firm to receive the shop committee 
when accompanied by the union representa- 
tive “constituted further violation of Section 
7-A.” 

The Board recommended that the two sec- 
retaries and the five other employees, who 
went on strike, be restored immediately to 
their former positions without prejudice and 
with back pay to April 3oth; that the Office 
Workers Union be recognized as the collec- 
tive bargaining agency between the maga 
zine and its employees, and that efforts be 
made between the magazine and the work- 
ers to adjust all grievances. 

Following the findings of the Board, Law- 
rence E. Spivak, publisher of the Mercury, 
and Paul Palmer, editor, issued a statement 
announcing that they would “fight this case 
through to the finish.” If the Mercury does 
not comply with the recommendations, the 
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matter will be forwarded to the National 
Labor Board in Washington for appropriate 


action.

Students Win Library Awards 


THe trprartes of the two students who won 
the Students’ Own Library Contest at Penn- 
sylvania State College this year will be on 
display in the windows of The Athletic Store 
and Keeler’s Book Store in State College, Pa. 
| hese two stores are giving the two prizes of 
925 worth of books and have announced that 
they will be glad to make it an annual con- 
test. The awards this year were given to two 
seniors, Emma Herbst, who specialized in 
English and American literature, and M. D. 
Ross, whose collection was mainly in the 
helds of modern art and architecture and 
English literature. 

An addition to the list of colleges holding 
student library contests is Olivet College, 
Olivet, Michigan, where Joseph Brewer, for- 
merly of Brewer, Warren and Putnam, is 
president. An anonymous donor has offered 
a prize of $50 for the best personal library 
entered by a senior. This contest is a direct 
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result of the article written by E. S. Mce- 
Cawley for the Publishers’ Weekly of Oc- 
tober 6, 1934. 

Denison University in Granville, Ohio, has 
announced a contest with three prizes for 
the best libraries made during the school 
year 1935-36. The prizes will go to the 
fraternity, the sorority and the individual 
who make the most useful increase to their 
libraries. Prizes will be $5 worth of books 
to the fraternities and $2.50 worth of books 
to the individual. 

At the close of the last semester, Professor 
Gordon Keith Chalmers of Rockford Col- 
lege, Rockford, Ill., presented 25 undergradu- 
ates with $5 each for the purchase of books. 
The awards were based on the excellence of 
written work which showed original use ot 
material, largely material derived from books. 
The awards, in the future, will be made by 
the Committee of Student Library Awards 
at the end of each semester. These awards 
differ somewhat from those recently discussed 
in the Publishers’ Weekly, in that the Rock- 
ford College prizes are given to aid the 
student in starting a personal library, while 
the others are awarded for an already es- 
tablished library. 


Carnegie Corporation Sponsors 
Student Library Brochure 


A SIGNIFICANT NEW IMPULSE was given to 
the rapidly growing movement to give en- 
couragement to students’ libraries by special 
annual awards when the Carnegie Corpora- 
tion stood sponsors last week for the print- 
ing of a carefully prepared brochure de- 
scribing the purpose of such awards and the 
practical methods of carrying out such pro- 
grams. This has been mailed to the pres- 
idents of several hundred American colieges 
and universities. 

This movement, whose progress has been 
recorded from time to time in the Publishers’ 
Weekly, was given recent study by the Joint 
oard of Publishers and Booksellers, and it 
was believed that the movement had so much 
vital importance to the young men and 
women who are passing through our educa- 
tional system that it should be stimulated by 
some cooperative method. The Carnegie 
Corporation indicated that it would be glad 
to cooperate in a movement so much in 
harmony with its many cultural activities, 
and through Charles E. Rush of the Yale 
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University Library, special adviser to the 
Corporation, the plans for the printing and 
mailing of the brochure on Prize Awards 
for Students’ Libraries was worked out, and 
a special committee was created to stand spon- 
sor for the plan, including Mr. Rush, Edmund 
S. McCawley, Christopher Morley and 
Frederic G. Melcher. The brochure, which 
is attractively printed, in envelope size, con- 
tains an essay on book collecting by Christo- 
pher Morley, first written for the college 
paper of Haverford, accompanied by an 
article describing the growth of the move- 
ment and the best practical methods of mak- 
ing such awards, using as one illustration the 
excellent method of the Connecticut College 
for Women in New London. Five copies of 
the brochure will be mailed to the presidents 
of each of five hundred colleges and univer- 
sities, and extra copies may be obtained from 
the committee in charge by writing to the 
Library Journal, 62 West 45th Street, N. Y. 


“November” Released by Court 


GusTavE FLauBert’s “November” was ad- 
judged not obscene by Magistrate Jonah J. 
Goldstein in New York City last week, in 


a decision handed down in the proceedings 


brought by John S. Sumner, secretary of the 
New York Society for the Prevention of 


Vice, against Herman Miller of the Volume 


Guild, as reported in the Publishers’ Weekly 


for May 4th. Magistrate Goldstein said, 
“The criterion of decency is fixed by time, 


place, geography and all the elements of a 


constantly changing world. A practice re- 
garded as decent in one period may be inde- 
cent in another.”

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Retail Sales Increase 


DEPARTMENT STORE SALES for the entire coup. 
try increased from March to April this year 
by less than the estimated seasonal amount. 
according to figures released by the Federal 
Reserve Board, but they were 12°/ ahead o 
April, 1934. The Reserve Board’s index was 
74 in April, as compared with 82 in March 
and 75 in February. St. Louis was the only 
district to show no increase for April this 
year over the same month a year ago. In. 
creases were shown in the other districts as 
follows: San Francisco, 22°%; Richmond, 
21%; Philadelphia, 1694; Dallas, 14°/; Cleve- 
land, 13%; Atlanta, 12%; Chicago, 11 
Minneapolis, 1194; Boston, 8°4; New York, 
6%, and Kansas City, 59%. For the year to 
date country-wide department store sales are 
3% ahead of the same period a year ago. 
New York shows a decrease of 2°/ and Bos 
ton a decrease of 4%, while Philadelphia 
and St. Louis show neither increase nor de 
crease. San Francisco is 8% ahead, Rich 
mond, 7°4; Chicago, 7°94; Dallas, 5°%; Kan 
sas City, 5%; Atlanta, 4%; Cleveland, 3 
and Minneapolis, 3%. 


Bookmaking and the Reviewer 


THE EXHIBIT OF TRADE BOOKs of the Book 
Clinic section of the American Institute o! 
Graphic Arts was opened with a very well 
attended dinner at the New School for So- 
cial Research, 66 West Twelfth Street, on 
May 7th. The twenty-five books selected by 
the jury were on display in glass cases. The 
Book Jacket Show was in an adjoining 
room, and on the upper floor there was a 
special showing of the work of the pupils of 
Joseph Blumenthal, who has a class at the 
New School. 

Frederic G. Melcher, who presided at the 
meeting, introduced as guest speaker Clifton 
Fadiman, reviewer for the New Yorker and 
formerly of Simon & Schuster, and Joseph 
Blumenthal, designer. a 

Mr. Fadiman, speaking from the point 0! 
view of the reviewer, remarked that pub: 
lishers have an added reason for perfecting 
the makeup of their books in the effect such 
care has on the reviewer. The reviewer, he 
said, looks at a group of books on his table 
and sees the outside of all books, even 
though he sees the inside of but part 0! 
them. By the appearance of the outside the 
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-eviewer judges the importance of that book 
‘7 the mind of the publisher. A book with 
whose production a publisher has taken 
pains is probably a book he believes in. In 
France this would not be true, because all 
books are alike on the outside and the re- 
viewer there is compelled to judge a book 
wholly from its text. In Germany great 
nains are taken with the binding of a book. 
In England there are two theories. One pub- 
lisher, Victor Gollancz, believes in making 
all his books look alike, but the majority 
of publishers strive for individuality of pre- 
sentation. The reviewer is the main chan- 
nel through which the publisher reaches for 
his public, and it is worth while by care in 
preparing a book to endeavor to decoy his 
interest. 

For example, Mr. Fadiman continued, in 
looking over a group of books last fall he 
was struck with the jacket on Beebe’s 
“Half Mile Down.” Beebe’s books had not 
been in his usual line of reading, but a 
jacket so striking to the eye and so descrip- 
tive of the book caught his attention and 
led to his reading the book with delight, 
and saying so. On the other hand, even 


though the book had been designed by so 


eminent an artist as W. A. Dwiggins, he 
had been repelled by the appearance of Jules 
Komains’ “Men of Good Will,’ which he 


considered one of the greatest novels of 
our day. 

Mr. Fadiman offered three specific sug- 
gestions to Clinic members to endeavor to 





carry out: 

First, ask the editors of reviewing me- 
diums if occasionally there could not be spe- 
cific mention by reviewers of the appear- 
ance of books. It might be said that such 
reviewers are not experts in book manufac- 
ture, but, after all, their opinions are of in- 
terest to the public and their comments 
would be very much to the point and in- 
crease the public’s interest in bookmaking. 
rhe public, in paying $2.50 for a book, is 
paying tor both its contents and its outside 
“ppearance, and has a perfect right to expect 
good measure in both text and format. 

Second, ask the editors of literary papers 
'o reproduce jackets and bindings as illus- 
‘rations more often than they do. Arts and 
l Jecoration, for example, in its annual review 
of books, uses the covers of the books in 
striking pages of illustration. 
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Third, try to get representatives of the re- 
viewing mediums and the daily press to visit 
exhibits like the present one and to carry 
comments in their columns on the appear- 
ance of the books included in the exhibit. 


Executive Workers Organize 


More than one hundred of the “executive” 
and professional employees of the publishing 
and book trades met on the evening of 
May 15th at the Hotel Delano in New York, 
for the purpose of forming an organization 
in which to express common aims and in- 


‘ terests. Temporary committees for the pur- 


pose of drawing up a constitution and by- 
laws, increasing the membership, and _per- 
forming other functions were chosen, and 
organization was definitely agreed upon. 
This meeting resulted from some three 
weeks’ discussion by about 40 men and 
women employed in professional and execu- 
tive work in book and magazine publishing 
and bookselling. A strong sentiment for 
organization has been for some time appar- 
ent among these groups, and two prelimi- 
nary meetings were finally called for discus- 
sion of the idea. The general feeling has 
been that the organization should not be a 
trade union, since the Literary Trades Sec- 
tion of the Office Workers’ Union included 
all categories of employees in these trades 


and there was no desire to form a dual or- 
ganization. It was felt further that there 
was, among the professional and executive 
workers a need for an association to perform 


functions different from and beyond those of 
an industrial union, since there were many 
problems of a craft character peculiar to these 
industries. 

The new organization is intended to serve 
its members and the industry by acting as 
a medium for the exchange of ideas and in- 
formation; by taking action to safeguard 
civil liberties and oppose all censorship and 
other legislation threatening the literary 
market; by working for social-security laws 
for the professional and executive workers 
excluded from recent legislation; by partict- 
pation in discussions of industrial codes; by 
operating employment service for members, 
by cooperating with other employee groups 
when desirable, and in general by stimulating 
the growing sense of solidarity among those 


employed in the publishing field. 
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News from Publishers 

As Is USUALLY the case the sales of the Pulit- 
zer Prize novel received the greatest stimula- 
tion by the announcement of the awards, 
but this year, unlike recent years, finds sales 
stimulation spread over all the Pulitzer Prize 
books. Simon & Schuster report that total 
sales of “Now in November” just doubled 
in the week following the announcement of 
the prizes. From publication date up to 
May 7th, 11,000 copies had been sold. From 
May 7th to May 13th, 11,000 copies were 
sold. Since the announcement orders haven't 
dropped below 1000 a day.

Surprisingly, the Poetry Prize book, which 
was written by a comparatively unknown 
author, has had excellent sales since the an- 
nouncement, three times as many have been 
sold, in fact, since the award than were sold 
before that time. In the week after the 
award, John Day tells us, 1600 copies were 
sold and orders are still coming in in quan- 
tity. “Bright Ambush” is now in its second 
printing.

The history award often fails to feel the 
benefit of the prize announcement in a mate- 
rial way. That is not the case, however, 
with “The Colonial Period of American 
History.” The day after the awards, the 
Yale University Press was so swamped with 
telegraphic orders that it went out of stock 
by 3 o'clock in the afternoon. Storer Lunt, 
of W. W. Norton & Co., trade agents for the 
Yale University Press, sent orders for 350 
copies from New York City alone that first 
day. A second printing was immediately 
sent to press, and bound copies were ex- 
pected to be ready for shipping by Wednes- 
day, May 15th. The second printing will 
have an attractive trade jacket, where the 
first printing had only a plain wrapper. Mr. 
Lunt points out that this book is the first 
volume of a set of four and that there is a 
possibility for repeat sales to all those who 
buy this volume. 


Scribner’s reports that the four volumes 
of “R. E. Lee,” the biography winner, which 
was already on the best seller lists, showed a 
marked increase in sales following the an- 
nouncement of the prize. All four volumes 
are in their third large printing, and there is 
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enough stock on hand to take care of aij 
immediate orders. 
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Appleton-Century received a rush of o; 
ders, too, for “The Old Maid,” with the re. 
sult that a second substantial printing is now 
going through the press, to be ready for de- 
livery shortly. |

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The Story of Americana

EARLY AMERICAN BOOKS & PRINTING. By John 
T. Winterich. Illustrated. Pp. 253. Hough- 
ton Mifflin Company, 1935. Regular edition

In the case of a small book which tackles 
such a big job it is only fair to let the author 
tell what he meant his book to be, before 
condemning it for what it is not. Granting 
that his book is bound to be “an exercise in 
superficialities” and that it is “distinctly not 
a source book,” Mr. Winterich expresses the 
hope that he has made it “a partial guide to 
sources” and has given “the presentation the 
semblance of narrative.” Besides the narra- 
tive catalog of the Clements Library, and 
perhaps one or two others, there are no 
books that describe the subject matter of the 
whole field of Americana in a form which 
may be read for pleasure in the story’s con- 
tinuity. There is, therefore, plenty of shelf- 


room for the present effort. Although Mr. 
Winterich exercises his right to give each 
factor in the history of Americana only so 
much attention as he pleases, his book 1s 
nevertheless a well balanced chronological ac- 
count, beginning, of course, with the Colum- 
bus Letter, Waldseemiiller’s Cosmography. 
and other “bedrock Americana.” The narra 
tive describes the first printers and printings 
of the thirteen original colonies, and the 
westward migration of type—across the Al: 
leghanies, across the Mississippi, and finally 
to the shores of the Pacific. It tells of the 
rise of the American newspaper, beginning 
with Publick Occurrences and the Boston 
News-Letter, relating the story of Peter Zen- 
ger’s fight for the freedom of the press, and 
sketching the lives and productions of the 
three leading journalists of the Revolution, 
two loyalists and a patriot—Gaine, Riving 
ton and Thomas. An entire chapter deals 
with Franklin as printer, publisher and av-

California describes not only the first presses 
of the state, but also imparts some of the 
enthusiasm which makes collectors hunt so 
carefully and pay so well for the grubby, 
rare, ephemeral narratives of the pioneers 
who made the state. A chapter called 
“Tools of the Trade” deals, among other 
things, with the pioneer paper mill of Brad- 
ford, the types of Sauer, and the press of 
Doolittle. In all cases significant dates are 
given, but in moderation so as not to clog 
the memory. 

Largely, “Early American Books and 
Printing” is a story of first examples, first 
use of the name America, first printing in 
our various states and territories, first Ameri- 
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can book in this or that branch of human 
interest. Superficial, as conceded and by ix 
physical limitation, the book is neverthelec 
a survey adequate to give perspective which 
should be beneficial to specialists who cap 
not see the forest for the trees. Mr. Win 
terich’s style, here graceful and amusing jp 
spite of its baggage of dates and prolix title 
pages, is well enough known to bookmen 
not to need another orchid. If the book 
lacks the charm of reminiscence (such 4s 
that of Henry Stevens for example), it js 
likewise happily free of the narcissism oj 
the professional book lover. Only in th: 
final chapter, where he drops a few hints 
as to what he might collect if he were you, 
does the author depart from an_ objective 
treatment. Nowhere does he display price 
tags, instead giving the beginner the proper 
steer to “Book Prices Current” and catalogs 
of competent dealers.

The Stetson Library and Another of Selected Rarities Bring 


Satisfactory Prices

WHEN THE REVIEW of the season of 1934 
and 1935 is written, April will probably lead 
all other months in value of rarities sold. 
Attention this month was focused on two 
sales, that of the library of John B. Stetson, 
Jr., and that of selections of “First Editions, 
Autograph Letters and Manuscripts, Asso- 
ciation Books and Other Items of Outstand- 
ing Importance” from many consignments, 
both held by the American Art Association 
Anderson Galleries, Inc., aggregating 710 lots 
anc bringing over $200,000. These sales at- 
tracted international attention because of the 
rare material offered, and the English inter- 
est in some of the lots. 

The exhibitions of both sales were largely 
attended, and large audiences were present 
at all the sessions. There was lively bidding, 
frequently dramatic in its earnestness. Prices 
generally were the result of careful calcula- 
tion, but occasionally exceeded all expecta- 


tions. Comment at home and abroad 


stressed the opinion that the American mar 
ket had become “normal” and “dependable.” 
The prices reached for items of distinction 
are the best commentary upon the present 
American auction market. 

If it was the plan of the American An- 
derson Galleries to group these sales under 
conditions to insure success, and, at the same 
time, coming toward the end of the present 
season, to inspire confidence, and prepare 
the way for an auspicious opening of next 
season in October, the result will doubtless 
be successful. Rarely has a season’s sales 
been planned, month by month, with such 
surefooted intelligence. Every important sale 
has been reasonably successful, and items 0! 
true distinction and rarity have generall) 
brought high prices, frequently making new 
records. The vacation period of this year 
will be, we believe, a period of activity in 
preparation for a very active season begin 
ning next fall.

Selections from Various Consignments 


On April 24th and 25th first editions, as- 
sociation books and other items, the prop- 
erty of the Author’s Club of New York, a 
gentleman residing in London, the estate of 
Nellie P. Carter of Boston, the late F. Lo- 
throp Ames of North Easton, Mass., Mau- 
rice Bower Saul of Philadelphia, and other 
owners, were sold in two sessions, 354 lots 
bringing $109,271.50. 

The outstanding lot was the collection of 
22 autograph letters written by Robert and 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning, the discovery 
of which was announced in The Publishers’ 
Weekly of April 13th. The literary impor- 
tance and value of these letters grew every 
day they were on exhibition. At the begin- 
ning the general opinion was that they would 
bring $10,000 and soon the figure was ad- 
vanced to $20,000. Actually Monte F. Bour- 
jaily, general manager of the United Fea- 
tures Syndicate, paid $40,000 for them. 
There seemed to be a general interest in the 
lot among the bidders, but competition was 
narrowed to two, before $20,000 was reached. 
The underbidder was Charles Sessler, of Phil- 
adelphia, at $37,500.

Rare Book Notes 


FREDERICK M. HOPKINS 


Tue New York Socrety Lisrary, 10g Uni- 
versity Place, announces that about 1,000 
volumes from the library of Matthew 
Arnold, English poet and essayist, will be 
exhibited this summer. The collection was 
a bequest from Mrs. Lucy Arnold Whit- 
ridge, daughter of the poet, who died in 
February, 1934. The gift will be described 
in a report of Lewis Spencer Morris, chair- 
man of the board of trustees. The collec- 
tion contains many rare volumes of the clas- 
‘ics, presentation copies from American and 
English authors, and volumes of Matthew Ar- 
nold’s own writings and books with introduc- 
tions by him, or edited by him. Mrs. Whit- 
ridge was the widow of Frederick Walling- 
tord Whitridge, president of the Third Ave- 
nue Railroad system, who died in 1916. 


THE MEMORIAL EXHIBITION of the late Joseph 
Pennell in the Grolier Club is one in which 
the book lover is sure to be interested. 
Pennell was an industrious versatile illus- 
trator whose work pleased a wide circle of 
intelligent readers. Those who planned the 
exhibition have given what have been called 
the “high spots” of the diversified and 
widely ranged activities of the artist, that 
hold the visitor’s attention throughout. 
Pennell vas popular as a magazine and 
book illustrator, but the permanency of his 
reputation depends upon his lithographs 
and etchings. As one critic says: “Pennell 
was equally wise in choosing subjects. He 
had not gone far in etching and lithography 
before he decided to be as much as possible 
the historian of the epoch. There was 
plenty of criticism for his views of sky- 
scrapers ‘with too many windows,’ but Pen- 


nell was not of the sort to be deterred by 
criticism. He went his way, piling up a 
great heap of records of the great enter- 
prises of his period, the bridges, the railway 
stations, the Panama Canal excavations, the 
war-time enterprises and all that, and the 
Grolier Club exhibition shows that they lose 
nothing in their quality as prints as they 
begin to take on the aspect of history.” 


THE CURRENT CATALOG of “Autograph Let 
ters, Manuscripts and Historical Docu 
ments,” issued by Thomas F. Madigan, 
Inc., of New York, is an octavo volume of 
116 pages, comprising 388 lots. There are 
many fine letters of distinguished American 
and European celebrities remarkable for 
their content. Careful and 
long extracts from them make a very inter 
esting catalog well worth preserving as an 
item of Americana. In an introduction, Mr. 
Madigan says: “There is no more fascinat- 
ing hobby than autograph collecting. It is 
the most universal in its scope, or the most 
restricted, if you would make it so. It sur- 
passes all other hobbies in its educational 
possibilities; and none exceed it with di 
verting entertainment. It offers opportuni 
ties of eventual profit (in case that aspect 
interests you) that are equalled by few other 
forms of collecting. A famous book col 
lector once said that “a man (or a woman) 
is the most interesting thing in the world; 
and next is a book. With which I disagree! 
Unlike the hen and the egg, there is no 
question as to which came first. The manu- 
script precedes the book in both time and in 
terest. It brings the writer before us, as 
Poe so well puts it, ‘in his true idiosyncracy

IN HONOR OF THE I50TH ANNIVERSARY Of the 
birth of John James Audubon, which oc- 
curred on April 26th, the Newark Museum 
opened on that day a unique exhibition of 
his bird studies, various personal memen- 
toes, including a life mask, letters, and 
other material. Admirers of Audubon’s col- 
ored prints will be particularly interested in 
a group of thirty artist’s proofs, exhibited 
for the first time, that reveal much of in- 
terest concerning the relation of Audubon 
to his long-time friend and the engraver of 
his prints, Robert Havell, Jr. The collec- 
tion, numbering more than one hundred 
items, has been loaned for the exhibition by 
Harry P. Havell of East Orange, a descend- 
ant of the engraver’s family. The artist’s 
proofs exhibited, in various stages of com- 
pletion in the coloring, reveal the individual 
attention which each print received from the 
artist and the engraver. On many proofs 
appear Audubon’s annotations, commenting 
upon the accuracy and quality of the color- 
ing, and asking Havell for changes. The 
exhibition will continue until June 23rd, and 
all who have seen it agree that it is most 


interesting and instructive. 


SEVERAL YEARS AGO Professor John L. Gerig, 
of Columbia University, appealed for an or- 
ganized survey of the rapidly growing li- 
braries of the United States in order that 
hidden treasures in the form of scarce books, 
manuscripts and letters that have remained 
unnoticed might be given the care they de- 
served. Frank H. Chase, reference librarian 
of the Boston Public Library at the time, 
endorsed Professor Gerig’s suggestion and 
expressed the opinion that discoveries of 
rare books were more likely to be made in 
college and university libraries than in pub- 
lic libraries. Special work in libraries since 
has confirmed the wisdom of thorough ex- 
amination of all material likely to have spe- 
cial value. There have been enough in- 
stances of fruitful work to warrant extend- 
ing the survey generally. Undoubtedly 
there is much unknown rare material in ex- 
istence, and it should be conserved.
